AGREEMENT POSTPONES 


DANGER OE GREAT WAR 


Franco-German 
Peace 
Pact, Ending Strife in 


Morocco and Congo, Only Halt Along 


the Wayside

BERLIN, November. 25. — The signing of 


the Franco-German agreement, 
in re- 


gard to Morocco and Congo, has not, as 
it was hoped, cleared the air. 
On the 


contrary it has left behind it a feeling 
oE bitterness on both sides, and as mat- 
ters stand there seems "to be an opinion 
in political circles that the danger of war 
has only been postponed for a time. In 
spite of all the talk of peace and arbitra- 
tion, statesmen are fully aware that the 
problems which face the two great na- 
tions will ultimately be solved, not In the 
council chamber, but on the 'field of bat- 
tie. 


.Looking at the situation without any 


prejudice or bias it ~ cannot be denied that 
Germany is to blame for the crisis that 
is approaching. 
For the last seven or 


eight 
years 
the 
German \empire~ has 


threatened the peace of Europe, and ow- 
ing to Its growing wealth, population and 
resources, as. well as Its preponderating 
military and naval strength, must be an 
even greater menace in the future unless 
some totally unforseen occurrence should 
alter the whole trend of her national as- 
pirations. 


j 


She occupies, therefore, a similar posi- 


tion to that of 'France during, the latter 
part of i the seventeenth, the whole of the 
eighteenth, and the greater part of the 
nineteenth, centuries. She has, Indeed, far 
more justification than France, for while 
that nation had opportunities for colo- 
nial expansion and enterprise, although it 
chose to forsake them for the sake of an- 
nexing a few petty German princedoms, 
Germany finds no such outlet for her pop- 
ulation and her commerce, and is even 
excluded from those ports through which 
her 'markets are mainly supplied and on 
which her chief industrial districts en- 
tirely depend. 
. 


BELIEF IN FUTURE. 


The German people have a profound be- 


lief 
In their future, and believe them- 


selves entitled^ to a predominant position 
in Europe, as well as to a colonial empire. 
The German-speaking peoples constitute 
a great and solid block in Central Eu- 
rope, numbering some 75,000,000, includ- 
ing those of Austria. Their government 
is autocratic and their military organiza- 
ton superb. 
They, possess, on the one 


hand, none of the advantages for expan- 
sion possessed by such nations as France, 
Russia or Great Britain, but, on the other 
hand, they do not suffer from- the disin- 
tegrating Influences Involved by scattered 
oversea possessions and divided Interests. 


It cannot be expected that such a con-. 


dltion of 'things should not Inspire the de- 
sire to try,. either by diplomatic means or 
by the sword, to gain a position in the 
world commensurate with the greatness 
of the German race. That is at any rate 
their point of view; 'that desire exists. It 
Is threatening if It is has not already 
overthrown the balance of power in Eu- 
rope.

WOMAN'S COLLEGE OPENS. 


The first woman's college In Germany 


has been opened, In Lelpsig. The institu- 
tion owes its foundation entirely to tha 
energy of a gray-haired old lady, Frau 
Honriette Goldschmidt, who celebrated 
her eighty-sixth birthday on November 
23. 


Frau- Goldschmldt has devoted nearly 


all her life to the provision of proper ed- 
ucation for girls and women In Leipslff, 
inspired" throughout by the Froebel prin- 
ciple. 


The new college will give special prom- 


inence to subjects in which girls are par- 
ticularly 
interested, 
such as domestic 


economy, hygiene and 
child 
nursing, 


though the literary humanities will also 
receive adequate attention. That the col- 
lege supplies a want is proved by the fact 
that GOO girls and women have already 
registered themselves as students. It Is 
notable, however, that neither the state 
nor the city has given a cent of support 
to the foundation.

black stripes.

Wealthy Blamed by Opponents 


for Manipulation of 


Produce. 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—Following upon the 


bill for the establishment of bake houses 
and butcher shops, designed to prevent 
Illegitimate Increase in the cost of nec- 
essaries, the French government hag in- 
troduced a measure for combating "cor- 
ners" in provisions or any kino, of mer- 
chandise. 


The hill takes the form of an amend- 


ment to articles 410 and 420 oi the penal 
code -which deal with "accajiarement," 
or monopoly, chiefly as practiced by as- 
sociations or rings of speculators. 
* 


The proposed legislation would punish 


•with imprisonment ranging from 
two 


months to two years 
and with a Iine: 
ranging from $200 to S400 any individual 
or association of individuals who, even 
•without employing fraudulent 
methods, 


but with the intention of illicit specula- 
tion, shall have brought about a rise or 
fall of prices in provisions or merchan- 
dise above or below the 
price which 


would have been determined by the nat- 
ural and free competition of conxmerce. 


DISTINCTION FINELY DRAWN. 


"Illicit speculation" Is defined as spec- 


ulation which is not justified by -the re- 
quirements of the speculator's stores, by 
.the covering of ois operations as a mer- 
chant, or by the exercise of legitimate 
industrial or commercial foresight. 


The change in the law which is pro- 


posed by the amendment would". In ef- 
fect, punish illicit speculation even where 
)t Is not fraudulent; it would punish 
illicit speculation by individuals as well 
as by rings, and it expressly recognizes 
legitimate speculation. 
. It Is difficult to see how any court of 
Justice could in practice distinguish le- 
gitimate from illegitimate speculation.' 
In Germany traffic in .futures was ex- 
pressly prohibited some years ago, but 
the authorities found it difficult to .en- 
force the law and met -with • stubborn re- 
sistance on the produce market. 
EXPOSE ACCUSES WEALTHY MEN. 
In an "Expose des Motifs'.' of the bill | 
it is alleged that noxious speculation Is I 
nowadays in France the work of wealthy 
individuals rather than of rings, and that 
•where the rings are prosecuted their 
members, as a rule, are convicted only 
when they have 
employed fraudulent 
methods. 
The subject of "accaparement" greatly 
exercises the- ingenuity of the legislative 
assemblies of the French revolution and 
neither their enactments nor the fre- 
quent action of mob Jaw proved success- 
ful in eradicating abuses in distinguish- 
ing between the ^beneficial operations of 
commerce and the cornering of provisions. 
The evil was generally intensified in- 
stead of being diminished.

ABROAD WITH THE BUSY 


LON3DON, Nov. 28.—The death of Lord 


Hendiesham this week recalled the extra- 
ordinary will of his great-grandfather, 
; Peter Thelusson, which gave rise to an 
act of parliament, known as the Thelus- 
eon act. 


Pttcr Thelusson settled In London about 


tho middle of the eigrhteanth century and 
accumulated a large fortune as a mer- 
chant. 


Ey his will l-.e directed tlmt the in- 


come of his property accumulate during 
the lives of all his children, grandchildren, 
and great-grandchildren 
living 
at the 


time of his death for the benefit of fu- 
ture descendants; or, as Byron expressed 
it, "for an unborn heir of an unborn 
grandson." 


At the time of Peter Thelusson'a death, 


in 1797, ho had no great-grandchildren, 
and tho trust wag therefore limited to1 
two generationp of his family, to whom he 
left $600,000 of of a great fortune esti- 
mated at $3,400,000 to $4,000,000. 


Endeavor was made to have the will sat 
asldo in 1793, but it was pronounced valid, 
and this decision was confirmed by tho 
house of lords in 1805. 


It was calculated that the accumula- 


tion of the estate might amount to 5850,- 
000,000, which would constitute a peril to 
tha community, and rthe Thelusson act 
was passed, materially restricting such 
attempts to accumulate property for tha 
benefit of future e^nerations. 


When Peter Thelusson's last grandson 


died in 1856 a sc-cond lawsuit aroso as to 
who were the heirs to the estate. 
. Hy a judgment of the house of lords in 
1S53 it was divided between two great- 
grandsons, 
of whom Lord 
Rendelsham 


was ono; but In consequenca of misman- 
agement and litigation they inherited only 
a comparatively moderate fortune.

If one could view, as from a nearby 


planet, ' the accumulated ages of 
hu- 
manity spread out on earth like a car- 
pet, eminences of various heights would 
be seen. They would not 
be equally 


distributed. Certain regions have pro- 
duced more than others.. Nor would the 
date of their origin be the sairia. These 
eminances mark the efforts of individual 
men to rise superior In thought or deed 
to the common mold; these men have 
attempted to lift up to the same emi- 
nence their fellow creatures. But it has 
been hard work. 


There has been much slipping baok, 


sometimes landslides on a huge 'scale. 
Could men of eminence,!' especially the 
spiritual leaders of the world, return to 
earth they would probably be amazed 
and appalled at the depth to which many 
of their teachings have been :sunk. In 
the mire. They would be amazed at 
the things done In their name. 


PRINCIPLES OF TAOISM. 


Lao Tsze especially could be little less 


than thunderstruck at the system of 
religion called 
Taoism. NOW Taoism, 


strictly speaking, is tha philosophy of 
Lao Tsze. We know llttla of Lao Tsze, 
certainly no more than we do of Shak- 
speare. Lao Tsze was not his name; it 
means "Old Master." Ths man who gave 
the world ths philosophic system "tao". 
was Lt-poh-yang, born 604 B. C. Ha was 
an officer of the archives. But he re- 
nounced the -world, settled as a hermit 
In the hills of Honan, .where he wrote a 
book treating of taq and virtue. 


Curiously 
enough, Confucius, though 


a contemporary, does not mention him, 
though a conversation with -Lao .Tsze 
about his philosophy is attributed to Con- 
fucius. Li-Poh-yang :rwas a 'much deeper 
thinker than Confucius; in fact, he was 
the rriost profound of all Chinese 'phlloso- 
phera. His legacy to the'world was the 
Tao-tjeh-king," the 
Canonical Book of 
Tao sind Virtue." It was not a religious 
system, but a scheme of philosophy. 
Tao is the "way," 
or the "path";, 


hence a method or principle of reason- 
Ing. As a verb the( word means "to 
speak." Therefore taoi la-a kind of uni- 
versal logic, eternal, Immaterial,, om- 


; nipresent. it'is ths creating. Imposing, 


and arranging principle of all .being. All 
is sprung, from tao and goes' back to. 
tao. It is the first cause and the un- 
timate goal. 
.'. 


One who knows the workings of tao 


has all knowledge; he who lives by tao 
has the highest virtue. Tao, then, is a 
metaphysical, 
.and ^ethical 
principle, 


comprising pure and practical 
reason- 


Ing. As tao is eternal, without action, 
without inaction, it works without do- 
ing. Perfect tao dwells in the. realm ot 
Inaction. It teaches without words. This 
system of ethics is known- as 'wu-wei, 
the teaching of inaction. 
MORAL VALUES TOLD BY RESULT. 


All :cnowledg« !s the result of con- 


trast. Moral values for instanca, such 
as good and bad, are only to' ba dis- 
tinguished by tha relative values of tha 
result. "When the dogma of tao : is 
ruined, then there will'be! humanity'ana 
Justice, where thera Is intelligence and 
sagacity, there will he hypocrisy; if the 
six sorts of blood 'relatives are not of 
one accord, then there will be parental 
and filial .-.love; if - tho government is 
ruined and "disorder reigns, then there 
will ba true subjects." 


The apparent paradoxes: of the quo- 


tation disappear when one remembers 
that tao Is .the absolute es ipso, 
con- 


tains all things, produces all things. 
In the 
form 
of beings .'tie objective 


world arises, 
and 
with it contrasts. 


Only from contrast can we arrive at 
the moral value of virtue and evil. But 
if the tao as it manifests itself is no 
longer 
the 
pure, absolute 
tao, there 


comes a reaction—a lost paradise, for 
example. The way to the. goal is either 
through the knowledge that all existence 
Is .a passing illusion, or by the wu-wei 
or inaction theory, in which the valua- 
tion of all earthly • things,. material and 
moral, find a practical exnression. 


I It was hardly 
to be expected .:, that 


such a system of philosophy would have 
many followers. Taoism is Irreconcilable 
with Confucianism. But with the In- 
troduction of Buddhism, Taoism gained 
a real and prominent, hold on - Chinese 


^ life. It supplanted Buddhism. Buddhism 
! is pessimistic about evil and freeing 
. from evil; 
there 
is none ,of this In 


Taoism. Buddhism, beginning with the 
.'atheistic teachings of -Buddha, became 
. excessively 
polytheistic; 
Taoism, 
de- 


veloping from ; a philosophy loaded '•' it- 
self -as a religion with so many, elements 
i.of Buddhism that it is difficult .to. dlf- 
Iferentiate between the two. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—Dr. Inge, 'dean of 


St.'Paul's cathedral, takes a gloomy view 
of the present state of the world in gen- 
eral and of England in particular. In 
an address he said the nineteenth cen- 
tury was, in many ways, the most re- 
markable century since the beginning of 
history, but now the great century was 
over !anfl civilization, it seemed to him, 
was sitting pensively in the midst of its 
vast accumulations. In all fields except 
that of scientific discovery, the signs of 
exhaustion, "were apparent. 


If people were, asked to pick out three 
great men. among their own contempo-

For the man in 'the street the tottering

nineteenth century dominated all other 
issues. -Work had., been dehumanized and 
despiritualized arid the speeding up of 
monotonous processes imposed an intol- 
erable strain on the nerve of the work- 
ers. 
. Conditions of town life had ruined the 
physique of .the laboring- classes and pro- 
gressive . degeneration 
of the physical, 


mental and moral character of the people 
was talcing place. 


The outlook was gloomy in the 
ex- 


treme. 
Britain had enjoyed certain ex- 


ceptional advantages of. which the fullest 
use had been, made, but some of .these 
were passing' away inevitably and others 
were being -wantonly sacrificed. 


America was _ already, and .must be far 
more decisively In the future, the center 
of the world's commerce. As surely as 
water found its own level, so surely would 
the transfer 'of industry and wealth, and 
power to1, eastern Asia be . the necessary 
sequel to the European labor' movement. 


When they remembered that a Japan- 
ese or a Chinaman was content with one- 
third a European's wages arid did consid- 
erably more worlc they would not feel 
much doubt that, if-things went on as 
they were, ."Westham would some day have 
to be turned Into a gracing farm.

SURGERY WAS KNOWN 


EVENJN STONE AGE 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—Evidence that surgical 


operations were performed with blunt in- 
struments by prehistoric men is a feature 
of an Interesting communication made , to 
the Academy of Sciences by Professor 
Guyon on behalf of Dr. Marcel Baudowin. 


The latter, some time ago, discovered 
a larga tomb, dating from the polished 
stone age, at Bengy in the department of 
the Seine et Marne. Ha examined 130 
skeletons 
and discovered many 
facts 


which are entirely new to science. 


Many bones showed traces of regular 


surgical operations, which must have, been 
carried out by flint Instruments. 
Some of 


them have Indication of fractures that had 
been treated, and more than one of the 
skulls had been trepanned. 
While in

TAFT IS DEFINITE!.

Ecientiously adheres to. 


"Mr. Taft apparently'believes that 


combination is a menace to the com- 
munity, that a policy of permitting 
combination, but controlling and reg- 
ulating its dealings with the public. 
Is ultra-socialistic, and that the only 
way to protect the public from the 
abuses of combination is to destroy 
combination and restore competition. 


"I personally behove that Mr. Taft 


IB entirely wr'onif tout I believe that 
he is honestly wrong. I believe that 
combination cannot be destroyed and 
that it ought not to be destroyed, that 
the advantages of combination 
are 


many and that all that la necessary 
for the government .to flo Is to con- 
trol • combination and so regulate its 
dealings with the public that the-pub- 
lic will be allowed to participate.'in 
the advantages of combination. 


HAS HAD NO POLICY. 


"Mr. Hoosevelt, however, has had 


no policy in regard to the trusts. The 
only thing that occupied his mind 
was the trust's policy In regard to 
Mr. Roosevelt. 
"When a trust sup- 


porter contributed to Mr. Roosevelt's 
campaign it was a good trust. 


"When a trust offended Mr. Roose- 


velt or differed with him on a mat- 
ter of policy, It was a bad trust. 
"Mr..Roosevelt, I say, had no gen- 


eral policy in regard to the trusts, 
but he had a personal policy in re- 
gard to this trust "or in regard to 
that trust, and this trust or 
that 


trust was a good trust or 
a 
bad 


trust according to Mr. 
Roosevelt's 


opportunity to make personal capital 
out of the situation in which It was 
concerned. 


"As a matter of fact, from 
the 


viewpoint of public policy, there are 
not good trusts and bad trusts, but 
there are certain good things in all 
trusts and certain bad things about 
all trusts. The good things about the 
trusts are the economic advantages 
of 
combination. . Tho 
bad 
things 


about the trusts are the various mis- 
uses of the power of monopoly. 


DISCUSSES TRUSTS. 


The economic advantages of combina- 


tion allow a trust article to be produced 
at a minimum cost. But the power of 
monopoly, on tho contrary, enables the 
trust article to be sold at a maximum 
of price. 


Tha difference between tha low cost 


of production and the high price due to 
monopolistic control of tho market all 
KOCS to the trust promoter and manager 
and Is generally capitalized into immense 
issues of stocks ana bonds. 


But whether so capitalized or not, the 


excessive profit goes to the owners and 
promoters o£ the combination, and th& 
consumer Is not allowed to participate 
In the advantages of .tho lower cost of 
production, which Is one of the essential 
economic advantages ot combination. 


It seems clear to rne, therefore, that 


It Is not desirable to destroy all com- 
bination, but merely to Insure to tha 
people a share In the advantages.of com- 
bination. 


•It is not necessary even to destroy such 


trusts as a President, In his personal 
opinion or selfish interest may pronounce, 
bad. But it Is necessary to compel all 
trusts to be good; that IB, to share with 
tho consuming public the economic ad- 
vantages of tho trust. 


LEGAL SYSTEM NEEDED. 


If the Taft policy ot indiscriminate le- 


gal attack is not wise, then, the Roose- 
velt policy of Indiscriminate verbal at- 
tack is not wse, 


"SVhat is needed la a legal system which 


will jjreservo ths advantages of combina- 
tion and prevent and punish the specific 
acts and conditions which Inure to the 
public Injury. 


Tho over-capitalization of trusts must 


be prevented. Any capitalization of the 


power to extort money through monopoly 
.must be made" Impossible. 


I believe this much will "coon be ae- 


plished. 
I- bellevs that- Mr. Taft Is in 


favor of such a measure "and that his 
railroad securities commission, headed 
by Professor Hadley, lias recommended 
such an enactment. 


Mr. Roosevelt Is also said to favor 


such a measure, but I introduced exactly 
such a bill In ray last term Iti Congress 
when Mr. Roosevelt was President, and 
had no assistance from Mr. Roosevelt in 
the effort to make It the law. 


Ths mere prevention of over-onpltal- 


tzatton will not, however, prevent ex- 
tortion. .A combination which has a vir- 
tual monopoly can extort high prices'and 
secure excessive profits, no 'matter what 
its capitalization may be. As a matter 
of fact, a combination which, is ft. vir- 
tual monopoly Will.;, extort ;hlgh. prices 
unless prevented from' doing so,r either 
by the injection of competition or by 
government control. 


If compulsory competition is a waste- 


ful, expensive, unscientific and outgrown 
method of conducting business, as it 
surely is, then there remains nothing but 
government 
control of .trusts—-nothing 


but punishment by government of spe- 
cific acts of coercion and oppression, and 
regulation by government either of prof- 
Its or of prices, whenever a trust abuses 
its power of monopoly 
by •" fixing - the 


prices of Its product at extortionate fig- 
ures.

Over In San Anselmo there is a 
man who thinks that Gag-an is g-en- 
erally incompetent and unfit to be a 
town trustee. 
That man is Charles 
R. "Wilson, a San Francisco archi- 
tect, and he has begun the circulation 
of a petition asking for an election 
to recsill Gagan and to elect a suc- 
cessor. Wilson won't say how many 
signatures he has obtained 
to his 
petition, nor will he 
mention 
the 


names of any of the signers. But he 
claims that he has a good prospect 
of securing the necessary number, be- 
tween 60 and 80. 


PETITION IS BRIEF. 


If "Wilson shall succeed in holding 
the recall election he will be able to 
claim the credit of the first election 
of that sort in California. 
Wilson's 


petition is^i brief document which 
does not get beyond the stage of gen- 
eralities in its charges against Trus- 
tee Gagan. It reads as follows: 


""We, 
the 
undersigned 
qualified 
electors of the town of San Anselmo, 
Marln 
County, 
California, 
hereby 


petition for the recall of Charles R. 
Gagan, trustee of said town, and that 
a successor be elected. The grounds 
for removal from office are his Jgen- 
eral Incompentency and unfitneas for 
holding office." 


LAW IS SILENT. 


When asked to specify the alleged 


shortcomings of Gagan, Wilson said: 


"The law don't require any specifi- 
cations. If yon don't like the color 
of a man's lia-ir or the cut of his face, 
yon can ask to have him recalled." 


Wilson added that he deemed Ga- 
gan altogether arbitrary as a trustee.. 
"Ho pretends to act for1 the whole 
board in official matters," he said. 


Gagan, however, has., a 
different 


/story to tell. According to the trus- 
tee, 
a spite fence erected by Wilson, 


and the action of the board of trus- 
tees thereon, has prompted Wilson to 
the recall petition. 


THE STORIES DIFFER. 


"Recently," said Gagan, "the board 


of trustees, had ocasion to pass upon 
tho matter of a fence dispute between 
Wilson and one of his neighbors. The 
neighbor had complained 
that 
the 


fence had been erected out of spita 
by "Wilson, and that It encroached, 
upon the public street. 
Beyond this 
I do not know of anything that would 
cause Wilson to seek my recall."

.from stem to stern as though hitting 
a rock.

About this time each year men begin to give freer play to their 


•social instincts. A tide of exhilaration warms and cojors their emo- 
tions and tempers with kindness and good-will the lens .through 
which others are viewed. There is an added heartiuesfe in the hand- 
•shaks and a friendlier and sincerer interest irf the mutual inquiries 
••acquaintances make regarding the health of each other and their 
families and as to how business affairs are going. A frank smile 
goes with every nod. Men who ordinarily pass each other with a cold 
.nod or a curt, monosyllablic greeting stop to chat and exchange 
felicitations or perchance to recall some pleasant incident in the 
past. Sentiment grows generous and charitable, and effusive. There 
is an expansion about the region of the Heart which revives old 
memories and sponges out the animosities and frictions caused by 
the competitive stir and. 'cross-purposes 'of daily life. 


It is the Christmas spirit. It comes into the-soul like a warm 


•current into a chilled room. It warms.the heart and-:freshens our 
interest in one another. We remember .to.be neighborly., and forget 
to be snobbish. We suddenly awake to the sorrow we,'ought to 
feel that there are want, grief. and unhappiness in the "world. We 
feel an inclination to help somebody or do something that will ease 
somebody's pain and soothe somebody's sorrow; we feel 'good'and 
long to do something that will make others think we are good. Our 
benevolent intentions usually fall short in performance, t>ut still we 
feel them and rejoice. 


But we are not all so governed by habit and bent of mind as the 


thrifty philanthropist who decided in an expansive moment to send_ 
a turkey to every poor family in town, fmf after thinking it over 
'(and studying the price of turkeys and the number of poor families) 
compromised'by sending a soup bone to the parsonage. Even the 
man Who did that felt the Christmas spirit for a little while. 
It 


touched his heart but short-circuited before it reached his pocket. 
Nevertheless it brought a warm glow momentarily to a frosty heart. 
Even where there is- only a soup-bone performance to offset a coop- 
of-turkeys intention, there will be less paving for Satan's kitchen. 
That man has a soup-bone chance, of entering the kingdom of 
heaven.

But if the Christmas season brings out the generous qualities of 


men, it also has the effect of "developing the crabbed meanness'of 
•some natures. It shows how small, narrow and shabby .some men 
can be. For example, it dragged into the arena of popular contempt 
the San Francisco man who wrote a letter to the Board'of Super- 
visors protesting against giving the inmates of the infirmary a tur- 
key dinner. He was moved to protest, as he said, because there 
were so many people outside the infirmary who are too poor-to en- 
joy a turkey dinner. He deemed it unjust to give ttie infirmary in- 
mates a turkey dinner unless everybody on the outside could have 
one, too.

There's logic and benevolence for you. The benefactor with a 


•soup-bone is a prince of good fellows/compared to this chap. His 
heart at least could feel the throb of 'human, .sympathy, but the man 
who protested against giving the unfortunates in the infirmary a 
taste of turkey on Christmas (or was it. Thanksgiving Day?) has 
his generosity so widely distributed that none shall feel its warmth. 
He wants the companionship of misery/to be as' large as'-possible: 
There is not even a soup-bone in his heart for the poor. He would 
deny some because there are others who must .go. .without. r,Yfetthey 
say God made man in His own image. There is no account in the 
'sacred books, however, that he burlesqued himself. But how came 
this''thing with a dried-pea heart and the understanding of a gnat? 


Only--the exuberance of the holiday season brought him out. It 


gave him offense evidently. Hip light is nof hidden undec a bushel 
nor his benevolence confined in some pent-up Utica. He exposes to 
public view a harrowing case of heart-constriction. His conscience 
would scorn a soup-bone concession to the spirit of Christmas. He 
would not feed a fire-dog if it was hungry—there might be other 
dogs wanting something to .eat. 


Still the vast majority of men will rejoice-that -the Christmas"s'eja- 


son has come again, and that some, if not-all,'will enjoy making oth- 
ers happy, and enjoy in their turn the happmess of.having con- 
tributed something—if only a.soup-bone—toward the comfort and 
pleasure of those less fortunately situated than themselves. In".that 
feeling is the keenest and purest satisfaction and the strongest 
•bond of sympathy between men and their fellows. It springs from 
the consciousness and self^ap;proval of a soul that has responded to 
Ihe natural appeal of kinship, and the voice of conscience. "What 
you have done .unto the least of these ye have "done also unto me." 


While taking it. easy in Europe General Diaz can contemplate 


with cynical philosophy the insurrections Madero has on. his hands.

The Recall and Women Jurors. 


An angry woman in Marin county threatens to. have Attorne}'- 


General Webb recalled for expressing the opinion that women are 
not qualified to sit on juries as the law now stands. General Webb 
says the amendment giving women the ballot did not change the 
legal qualifications required in jurors. 


Of course the threat to invoke the recall- in this case is foolish 


and puerile, but it illustrates the prevailing-confusion of ideas with 
respect to the duties and responsibilities of public officials. This 
incensed suffragette proposes to punish the Attorney-General-by re- 
moval from office for doing precisely what his oath requires him to 
do.

If women are qualified, tffjsit on juries now they were qualified 


for Jury duty before the suffrage amendment was adopted. The 
new clause added to the constitution contains no reference to the 
qualifications of jurors. -It simply "gives women the right to vote, 
but the right to vote does, not carry with it an obligation to render 
jury sendee. 


" Now jury duty is not a right or a privilege, but a service which 


the State exacts,-,It is,in the same category with military service. 
.The law grants special exemptions from-"jury duty on the thentiy 
that it is a compulsory service, and that relief from it is in the nature 
of a favor. 


.The law plainly.says juries"sKM! be, composed of men whose 


names appear on the assessment rolls as taxpayers. A non-taxpayer, 
although he be a man and a voter, is not qualified to sit on juries 


If women desire to do jury duty they must get the law amended 


ifiy the Legislature. The Attorney-General cannot amend it, and it

$1,000,000 worth of raisins-were exported 
from the United States in the last fiscal 
year, .the quantity, lS/500,000 pounds, be.- 
ing far In excess of the total exported; in- 
any earlier year. The Imports during the!, 
year amounted to only 2,500,000 pounds,' 
against 10jOOO,00.0 pounds .in 1900 and 'as 
high as 50,000,000 pounds in certain yeara^ 
t>ribr to the development of production-'Irf 
the United States. Comparing 1911 with 
1000, 
the figures of the bureau of ..statis- 


tics, department of commerce and .'labor, 
show that exports grew from 2,600,000 
pounds to over 18,500,000 pounds, and-their 
value from 5140,000 .to $1,069,000.

Rock, in the Pacific ocean, about 20 nau- 
tical miles oft the mainland of California 
at Point Conception, the scene of several 
shipwrecks, have been ordered by Secre- 
tary Nagle of tho Department of Comr 
mei'ce and Labor, In accordance -with the 
recommendation of Commissioner Put- 
nam of the Bureau of Lighthouses. 
This 


action \vas urged also by marine Interests 
as a necessary safeguard, for the' heavy 
coasting and transpacific,.trade. 


Richardson Rock is tho larger of a 


group of three small barren rocks -which 
rise boldly from, water about 200 feet 
deep. They are the western sentinels of 
tho Santa Barbara Islands, from the near- 
est of which the rocks are distant about 
5 miles. The Santa Barbara Islands con- 
stitute n chain extending- eastward from 
Richardson "Rock about 60 miles, run- 
ning nearly parallel -with the California 
seacQost, and forming the southern bound- 
ary of Santa Barbara channel, 


SEA SWEEPS OVER IT. 


Though Richardson Rock is about 50 


feet high, the sea sometimes sweeps over 
it and! tiie" structure -which will support 
tho light will be frequently washed with 
spray. 


The rock has been ths scene of several 


•wrecks, the most recent of which was in 
September last, when the lumber-laden 
schooner Cornet, bound from Gray's Har- 
bor to San Pedro, struck the rock in a 
dense fog, but succeeded In reaching- San 
Miguel Island, where she was beached 
and proved a total loss. A man lost his 
lifo In an attempt later to swim "to the 
"wreck from the camp which the crew 
established on the Island. 


Because of the isolated location, the dif- 


ficultly of access, and the dangers which 
'must be met in tho construction of a sta- 
tion to house a modern lighthouse equip- 
ment and provide comfortable quarters 
for the necessary complement of keepers, 
the cost of the establishment of a com- 
plete permanent station would be heavy, 
and this must await the action- of Con- 
Tress. 


TOWERS FAR ABOVE 
SEA. 


The light which In the meantime the 


bureau proposes to establish an soon as 
tho jjecessazy apparatus can bo provided 
by the makers will, therefore, be of a 
temporary character, but of good effi- 
ciency. It -will be shown alt a height of 


' about ISO feet above the sea, from the 


top of a ar.esl. skeleton tower erected on 
top of the rock. 


The light will be a flashing white light 


of about G30 candlepc'.ver, and in clear 
weather it may be seen about 12 miles. 
It. will show a flash eveny three seconds, 
which will be visible three-tenths of a 
second. It will, therefore, be -so distinc- 
tive that there "-will be little danger of 
confusing- it with any light that may ap- 
pear in its vicinity or with any of the 
"short lights Jn case a mariner may be out 
5f "his reckoning. 


The illuminant will be acetylene gas, 


which will be delivered to the station at 
Btate<3 intcrvala compressed In steel flasks , 
similar to those used on 'a.utomobile*5, ex- 
cept that they TV 111 be considerably larger 
and heavier. 
The supply of gas'will,be 


sufficient for about 200 detys, and, barring 
accidents, the light will require no at- 
tention during- that period and will not 
Jxttve to have a keeper. 
•*_fGHT OPERATED AUTOMATICALLY.! 


Tho flash is operated automatically by 


the pressure of tho same gas -which is 
.burned In the light. The gas supply -will 
be delivered by the lighthouse tender, ' 
the crew of which will give the light 
truch other attention as marr be needed. 
For a sound signal, a whistling buoyr 
Bounded by the action of tha sea, will be 
moored off the rock. Owing1 to the great 
depth In which tho moorings for the' 
buoy must bo placed, there will he pro- 
,v!ded a special device in the shape of a 
3arge buoy to carry the greater part of 
tha woiprht of the mooring chain,, eo that 
tho whistling: buoy 'will not bo. over- 
weighted and will be enabled-to respond 
promptly and freely to the motion of.! the 
sea arid produce a- maximum --.of .sound. 
The special carrying1 buoy win, however, 
be submerged to a depth that will pre- 
rent its coming in contact with the 
•whistling buoy.

CLAIM LAW IS OBSERVED.

that tho buttons signified a non-secret

give them 


The fraternity question In the local 


Schools is now of more than two 
years' sto.nding. 
It originated with 
a law passed by the State Legislature 
forbidding 
secret 
organizations 
in 
high schools of the state. 
At •> that 
time the local authorities took drastic 
measures to stamp out the "evil," re- 
quiring: that all students should sign 
a pledge, stating that they ware not 
members of any Greek-letter society, 
and that in case he was a member 
that he would resign therefrom. 


DAMPER ON SOCIETIES. 


It was claimed that tha action was 


unlawful, as the meetings of such an 
order could be held Saturday nights 
and out of the school' board's juris-] 
diction. The district attorney "upheld! 
this contention, but pointed out that; 
the board could forbid any member! 
to participate in athletics. 
Then lt| 


vras that a damper was put -on thej 
organizations so far as open activity j 
at school was concerned. However, 
It has long been known by the author- 
ities that the societies have flourished 
in secret and that new pupils weret 
constantly joining them. It was found; 
that the pledges exacted were of noj 
avail further than leading pupils;..to 
do in an underhand manner'what j 
they had formerly been allowed to do 
openly. 
Principal Keyes stated to the board 
that he intended to run down a num- 
ber of cases within the next few days,

I got twenty miles out 
from San Diei?o, and tried to take a turn 
at too high speed—went off the road and 
Jost two rear tires, and that lost the 
lead of the race. I got it going again, and 
arrived at El . Centre in Imperial Valley 
in. second, place. Reaching Yuma a very 
close second, a drive shaft pinion wont out 


1 ori'me due' to hitting- a rock in the mid- 


dle of the road, which took two hours and 
flve minutes to replace, thereby, appar- 
ently losing- all chance for place in the 
raco, but from there on I really began 
to drive and had not been out thr,*e hours 
before I was again in second place, with 
a hour to the good. We got thirty-two 
miles from 
Phoenix to a.placo called 


Buckeye, with a boulevard to finish on, and 
and with an hour to the good on second 
piac», and the roller bearings went all 
to pieces oh the rear axle, wlilch put me 
out of the finishing In the money to 
Phoenix. However, I got second money 
all tho way through except. to Phoenix, 
and- as I was beaten by Herrlclc of • tho 
National, -who won the big race at Santa 
Monica; I do. not feel so bad about It.

In Northern 
California, "to govern automobile traffic 
by a set of rules similar ,to the 'rules of 
tho - road' that are usad by steam and 
sailing vessels on, the Great Lakes? 


"Take, for Instance," a. driver approach- 


Ing a corner. He'wishes to turn to the 
right. 
Let him give one blast of his 


horn, -which means in nautical parlance, 
'I am directing my coursa to starboard,' 
or right hand. In turning to tha left, let 
his signal ba two blasts of the horn, or 
'I am directing my course to tha port,' or 
left -hand. 


"If the driver of a car wishes to slow 


flown, let' him give three blasts of the 
horn as a warning to those behind that 
ha intends either-to check or stop his 
car. 


:, "In all cases, the danger, or warning 
.slcmal, should 'be/two blasts, an Interval, 
and thon two more blasts, as toot-toot 
This signal to be -used In warning pedes- 
trians whenever necessary. 


"If tile driver of a car behind wishes 


to pass a car ahead, he should signify his 
desire by the two blasts, or left-hand 
signal, and the driver- ahead sharf re- 
turn the two blasts as! a, .signal that'it 
Is agreeable for him to have the other car 
pass him; and, further, that he will keep 
as near the curb as possible, to make tho 
passing of the car behind free from -the 
possibility of a collision. 


"If the driver of the car ahead, how- 


ever, is about to make- at left turn and 
hears, ihe two blast signal of the car be- 
hind, and thinking-:.lt Inadvisable for car

All of these, big deals, in which the 


enormous sum of $1,750,000 was involved 
In the aggregate, revolved about the pro- 
posed improvement of the Kahn proper-

bounded by San Pablo'avenue, Broadway 
anil Sixteenth street. It is irregular In 
shape, comprises 38,000 square "feot an<7 
lii.-- a frontage on each of the thorough- 
fares named. It stands near the center 
of a contracted circle', .-which'-embraces the 
majority of the larger and more costly 
class A business blocks .erected within 
the past three or four years in Oakland's 
chief business district. For the past three 
years or so the Kahn .'Bros, wrestled. with 
the problem of its improvement in a 
way consistent with the importance of 
its location.

ing' to State Forester Q, Morris Haman's, 
ttrho goes on to say:

"There- are many who 
think 
clvlo 


fandscape improvement should be left to 
I ho respective individual property own- 
ers. A little study and consideration on 
your part will convince you of the fal- 
lacy. Some people are enterprising, oth- 
ers are not. Some own their own homes, l 
fathers do not. 
But even if every one j 


were active in beautify ing the strip in | 
front of his property, still it would be 
better to havo-the city do the work, for 
most people have neither the time nor 
the experience necessary to obtain re- 
sxnts. 
Moreover, there is no one treep 


nor group of trees, nor no .one method 
of planting1, which the "well-meaning citi- 
zens could, unless organized, agree upon. 


"In somo cities improvement :asspcla- 


tions, formed of tho progressive and pub- 
lic aplrited citizens, either on one street 
or Ira somo particular neighborhood, have 
have rendered most excellent service. If. 
the city is large enough the services of a 
trained gardener 
should 
be ., secured. 


There are many smaller cities and towns, 
however, not yet able to secure the serv-, 
JCOB of an expert, that are In great need 
of a more uniform system of street or- 
namentation. 


"The first thing to decide is the specie \ 


or species oC trees to be planted. Then 
the trees must be such as will flourish 
in city conditions of smoke, gas, etc. The 
stem must be erect and straight, 
the 


crown compact and symmetrical. Do not 
select trees of untidy habits, that are 
always shedding bark, leaves or fruit. 
The trees must not bo brittle, for each 
tree, growing alone, gets the full force of 
the wind and storms. 
The tree to be 


chosen must not be one that tends to 
disrupt the pavement, curb, sidewalk and 
eewer with its roots.'*

KANSAS CITY'S LATEST 


KAJSTSAS CITY, :vio., Nov. 26.—A "dl- 


forco proctor," whoso salary 19 to be paid 
from a fund raised by the reform organ- 
izations of Kansas City, to cops with the 
divorce evil, is to be installed hero Mon- 
day next. This office was established as 
a result of criticism of the divorce, ma- 
chinery of this county. 
MIsmated per- 


sons, talcing advantage of it, have coma 
to Kansas City from various points and. 
have been granted separations on slight 
pretexts and after short residence. 


The proctor will have power to sum- 


mon witnesses, to go Into other states 
and take depositions and to cross-examine 
witnesses at tho trial here of persons who 
seek legal separations. Judges, attorneys 
and the reform leaders Interested predict 
the office will become g-eneral in the coun- 
try. 
Tho ICansas Bar association has 


under con si deration a plan to appoint 
proctors In the large cities of that state. 


The establishment of tho office was 


suggested by Judg/b Thomas J. Seehorn 
and approved by the other seven circuit 
judges of Jackson county, Ritssourl, be- 
foro whom divorce trials are hold here. 
"When an effort to name a proctor was 
made, however, the county counselor held 
that the court could not legally xnaks 
the appointment. 
Outside forces then 


took up the question. 


In the last year the ratio of divorces to 


marriages in this city was one to four. 
Fifty divorces were granted tn one day at 
the laflt term of court and 74 suits werfr, 
filed on another day.
